SURVEY HAS BEEN 
MADE FROM AIR ON 
PIPE LINE ROUTE 


Gro und Surv ey ing Crew is 
Busy Sta king Out The 
Co urse to Seda lia 


A survey is being made into Se­ 
dalia for 
the 
natural 
gas 
line 
w'hich is to be laid into the city 
for use by October 1. The survey 
is being made under the direction 
of E. C. McBurney, of Bartlesville, 
Ok la., w'lio is in charge of the w'ork . 
The pipe line will he laid into Se­ 
dalia by the Cities Service corpora­ 
tion 
of 
which 
the 
Sedalia 
Light 
and Traction Company is a part. 


T he line of survey w'as first m ap­ 
ped out by airplane. The airship 
passed over the route w’hich the 
line would tak e m ak ing pictures of 
t.ie strip through wiiich the lines 
w’ould pass. The pictures were then 
pasted into a map w'hich is given to 
the surveyor who stak es out the 
line which the pipe will follow. 
The surveying crew' are at the 
present time about four miles west 
of Sedalia, just north of Highway 
No. 50. The main line will come 
into Sedalia and a branch line w'ill 
be laid to Marshall. Lexington w'ill 
also have a branch line. 
The main line is at the present 
tim e piped as far as Ottawa, K an­ 
sas. The gas will come through the 
main line from the Texas natural 
gas fields. LaMonte is on the route 
of the line and will be one of the 
fortunate cities to have natural gas. 
Besides the central cities in Mis­ 
souri, Ok lahoma and Kansas will al­ 
so have this gas. Some of the fields 
from W'hich the 
gas is piped are 
in Ok lahoma. 
At the present time pipe for the 
Ip being laid in Harrisonville, 
M o^ W or k in and around Sedalia 
for the piping of the gas will prob­ 
ably start in August and the lines 
should he open for use by October 
1, according to H erbert C. Feuers, 
general m anager of the City Light 
and Traction Company. 
McBurney says the the surveying 
in Missouri is aw'fully slow and to 
mak e four miles 
a day 
is 
good 
work . He said he had alw'ays heard 
Missouri was a rough country but 
now he w'as sure of it. 
The crew w'ith McBurney is com­ 
posed of Neil Gibson, of Ottawa, 
Kans., Max Millan, of Bartlesville, 
Ok la., T.

Judge Charles B. Faris today as­ 
sailed the national copyright law' as 
“outrageous” as it gov erns the mis­ 
use of motion picture films, popular 
music and phonograph records. 
The court’s criticism came as he 
ordered Chriss Zotos, theater owner, 
to pay three film exchanges $13,200 
for the use without permission of 
films which would hav e cost him 
$176 in rental fees. 
When counsel 
for the film companies asked for 
a judgment of $250 for each show­ 
ing of a film, the minimum under 
the law, plus attorneys fees, Judge 
Faris said: 
“All I can do is enter the decree 
b ut in my opinion this law is out­ 
rageous. 
I hav e taken the v iew 
that the penalty should b e $10 b ut 
sev eral courts of 
appeals 
hav e 
taken the v iew that it should b e 
$250. 
Congress ought to clarify the 
situation. 
It seems to me outrage­ 
ous that man should b e sub jected 
to a penalty of this amount for the 
showing of a copyrighted film, the 
.« inging of a copyrighted song or 
the playing of a copyrighted rec­ 
ord.”
